As explained in an earlier Bulletin, this meeting will be geared to the 
Junior collector as well as to the more advanced. We especially welcome

(The illus¬ 
tration is our INSI 5th Anniversary Medal that was issued 
in January 197*0 • Although this meeting night is followed 
by school the next day, we hope that some young collectors 
can make time to attend. 

At this meeting, there will be several short talks on 
Coin Collecting. The first speaker will be (1) Robert 
Greenstein . Bob will talk on "Israel Paper Money" and 
illustrate his talk with real currency. (It wouldn't surprise me if 
Bob passed out samples to our Junior visitors). Then (2) Dr. Saul Needle- 
man will talk on "Overstrikes". These are coins or medals that have had 
new designs struck over the original piece. He will have examples of this 
interesting branch of numismatics. (3) Harry slower will be next with a 
talk on "The Tools of Numismatics", and he will have examples to demon¬ 
strate their use. Some advanced collectors will be surprised to see some 
of these "tools". Then (4) Sanford Aronin will talk on "Judaica Collecting". 
Sandy is the club's expert on collecting inexpensive Judaic items. It is a 
real pleasure to hear him speak. Last of the scheduled speakers is (5) Ben 
Odesser, who will speak on the "Fascination of Token Collecting". As we 
all know, Ben is.the authority in this field. At the conclusion of each 
speaker, there will be a question and answer session. Anyone should feel 
free to ask any questions. 

To sum up the program for the January 27th meeting: there will be short 
and interesting talks by knowledgeable club members, followed by ques¬ 
tions and answers, free numismatic items for all juniors who attend, and 
refreshments for all.

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RECAP OF DECEMBER MEETING : After calling the meeting to order and disposing 
of club business, President Joseph Sporn called on Aaron Kaplan to conduct 
the exhibits. The first exhibitor was Harry Flower with a complete set of 
the 39 mm sterling silver Hanukka Medals issued by The Franklin Mint contin¬ 
uously since 1970. This series makes a beautiful addition to your Israel 
Hanukka Coin Collection. (For illustrations: see IN3I Bullitin Dec. 1980).-- 
Ben Odesser was next with a set of The Franklin Mint Hanukka Cards each with 
an encased bronze Hanukka Medal. These proof bronze medals are the same de¬ 
sign as the above silver editions. -- Judaica Collector Sanford Aronin was 
next with several Hanukka & Judaic items. He had a framed menorah (made from 
dough), by his 5-year old daughter Shanni, in Hebrew School; also, two old 
Christman cards from the Holy Land, decorated with wild flowers from Jerusa¬ 
lem; two old Hanukka Cards; an old prayer book; a book A Priceless Heritage 
by Morris A. Gutstein, 1953» on Chicago Jewry. Sandy then gave a short talk 
about the two Holidays, Purim and Hanukka. Thanks, Sandy, for the exhibits 
and talk. — Aaron Kaplan displayed and told us about a crystal bowl and a 
set of boxed demi-tasse spoons from Poland. These were obtained on his trip 
to Poland in 1965 with a Pharmacy group. Aaron spoke about this trip; of 
special interest was his contacts with the Jewish population and a visit 
to a synagogue. Aaron's talk was of current interest and many questions were 
asked by the membership. Thanks, Aaron, for a talk about a country that is 
"in the news". — Ben Odesser took the floor & told us about a letter that 
he had received from Manfred Anson or Bergenfield, N.J. (Manny was a visitor 
to our club meeting this past January 1981) This letter was addressed to the 
Editor of The Shekel and was a protest to the Israel Government Coins and 
Medals Corporation (IGCMC) because the IGCMC had contracted the Y/est German 
State Mint at Stuttgart to produce the 1981 Proof Hannuka Coins. This letter 
was passed around; it was very powerful and very moving and we can under¬ 
stand Mr. Anson's feelings. 

As a climax to the Meeting, Mrs. Martin Boxer lit the Hanukka Candles and 
said the Prayer. It was heart-warming; we thank Mrs. Boxer. This was followed 
by our Hanukka Party. There were super-goodies. We thank Peggy for making 
these available

talks were excellent and interesting, the refreshments were extra good, 
the attendence better than average, and feeling of camaraderie was evident.

+ho+°+£* M * -f, V0 J? v/ as taken, nine people, a majority present, indicated 
that they will attend (more later on CICF). Dr. Saul Needleman then gave 
us a report on the numismatic activities of Memphis, Tenn. It seems as ~ 
if Memphis collectors are only interested in silver dollars and paper 
currency. Shelly Aronin (10 years old) our Junior guest, was asked to 
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to come forward and was presented with some Israel coins, compliments of 
our club. (Vie hope she becomes a coin collector).... The exhibits were next. 
Harry Flower had six recent INS and AINA issues. These were all 
overstrikes on IGGMC Greetings Tokens or on Israel Goins. INS 
of South Jersey had an overstrike on a Susan B. Anthony dollar.^ 

(Illustrated is the official AINA Coin Convention Medal of 
January 14-17, 1982). ... Saul Needleman was the next "Show & 

Tell" exhibitor with the Chicago Coin Club 150th Meeting Medal v " 
that was overstruck on a Kennedy Clad if dollar and another on 
a 1909 silver - 5 - dollar, the new design was by 3.M. himself. 

After the exhibits, Joe called on the speakers of the evening. (1) Saul 
Needleman's topic was "OVERSTRIKES". He gave 3 reasons why overstrikes 
were made and explained each, and had an album with many examples of over¬ 
strikes on coins, medals and tokens. The second speaker was (2) SANFORD 
ARONIN who spoke on Judaic Collectings and spoke about 3 Judaic collec¬ 
tions that he had brought & how he had obtained these. 1 st was a collec¬ 
tion of "Kosher Chicken Tags" (an unusual collection), 2nd a collection 
of Judaic Buttons and 3rd a beautiful collection of Jewish New Year Cards 
mounted in a photo album. Next was ( 3 ) Ben Odesser who gave a brief talk 
on the "World of Tokens". The last speaker was (4) Harry Flower who spoke 

on "The Tools of Numismatics" and had examples of these.

a 80 mm. Albert Einstein Medals from Portugal, and a gold-plated rectan¬ 
gular Albert Einstein Medal from West Germany. Harry also had, in keeping 
with the theme of the evening, a booklet Concentration Camp and Ghetto 
Mail System Under the Nazi Regime by Henry Kahn. 1966. -- Dr Morris Gold¬ 
berg, also in keeping with the theme, the 1981 Medals "From Holocaust to 
Rebirth" in both bronze and silver. (See INS Bullitin Sept. 1981 for 
illustration and write-up).— Saul Needleman was 
next with an official silver Masada Medal. This 
is one of the most popular of Israel Medals, was 
first struck in 1964 and has been re-issued in .* 
different sizes and metals, to a total of nine 1 
varieties. (Illustrated at the right). Saul also v, ( 
had 2 U.S. copper cents dated 1982 D and 2 U.S. 
copper plated zinc cents also dated 1982 D. Saul * 

explained how to differentiate them, as they appear identical. -- After a 
recess and refreshments, our speaker for the evening, Mr. Norbert Jericho 
presented his program, "The Holocaust, Ghetto Lodz and Numismatics". He 
commented that the large industrial City of Lodz, by order of Adolf Hitler 
on April 11, 1940, was converted to a ghetto and renamed Litmannstadt; a- 
bout the shipments of trainloads of Jews to Auschwitz, etc.... also about 
camp money. Norbert had examples of the paper currency and of the magnes¬ 
ium coins of 5, 10 , and 20 marks. We thank him for a very significant and 
historical program.

Emanuel Margoliash, 
v/ho was living in Jerusalem during this historical period. He was a resi¬ 
dent from 1945 to 1958 and lived there through the "birth" of modern 
Israel.

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THE ISRAEL 1982 INDEPENDENCE DAY COIN : Currently available is the new 
1982 Independence Day Coin, The "Rothschild Issue". The obverse bears a 



small State of Israel Emblem, beneath are the v/ords "BARON EDMOND DE 
ROTHSCHILD" and the dates "1845 - 193^"• Curved around the rim is the 
inscription "CENTENARY OF HIS FIRST SETTLEMENT ACTIVITIES IN ERETZ 
ISRAEL" in Hebrew and English; the word "ISRAEL" in Hebrew, English and 
Arabic, 1982, and the face value"10 Sheqalim" (gold coin)and "2 She¬ 
qalim" (silver coins) in Hebrew. Designer was: Zvi Narkis. 

The reverse of the coins feature a sculptured portrait of Baron Ed¬ 
mond de Rothschild and in the left field in Hebrew for "Father of the 
Jewish Settlement". Designer v/as : Osv/ald Adler, 

The edge of the gold coin: milled. The edges of the silver coins bear 
the inscription "Thirty-four Years of the State of Israel" in ancient 
Hebrew letters. 

Packaging: the gold and silver proof coins are packed in a transparent 
capsule, the gold coin is housed in a olive-wood box and the silver 
proof in a velvet lined box. 

Mints: The Gold Coin: The Royal Canadian Mint in Ottawa; The Silver 
Proof Coins: The Vfest German Mint in Munich; and the Silver B.U. Coins: 
the French Mint in Paris.

THE TEMPLE MOUNT. OFFICIAL ISRAEL MEDAL : Israel has just released a 
new medal, in gold, silver and bronze, to memorialize the site of the 
First Temple, (see front cover and page 33 of The Shekel Jan.-Feb. 1982). 
The Temple Mount, the Mount of Moriah, is accepted as the religious 
center by the Jews of the world. It is the site of the Foundation Stone, 
where Isaac's sacrifice v/as to have taken place and where the First 



Temple was built by King Solomon. Seventy years after the destruction of 
the*First Temple by the Babylonians, the Second Temple v/as built on the 
same spot. For centuries the Romans desecrated the Temple Mount v/ith pa¬ 
gan altars; later the Arabs adopted the site for a Moslem shrine; then 
the Crusaders converted the Mosque into a Christian Church. Later, the 
Moslems constructed the Mosque of Omar (Lome of the Rock) and the FI 
Aska Mosque, also on this site. The Jews, v/ho v/ere denied access to the 
Temple Mount, adopted the Western Wall as a prayer site. 

The obverse of the Medal depicts the Western Wall, the two Mosques, the 
Dome of the Rock and the El Aska; above is the inscription "TEMPLE MOUNT' 
in Hebrew and English. ... The reverse of the medal features a 3-dimen¬ 
sional view of an ancient map of the Holy City, its name "JERUSALEM" is 
above in Hebrew and English. ... The medal v/as struck in Bronze, 59 mm. 
(98 grams); in silver, 37 mm. (26 grams); in gold 22 mm. (7 grams) and 
again in gold 13 mm. (1.7 grams). ... For additional information and 
prices, v/rite IGCMC, 350 Fifth Ave., N.Y. 10118. 


NEW ISRAEL CIRCULATION TRADE COIN : To complete our information on 
Israeli issues, v/e v/ish to report the latest trade coin for circulation: 
a 10 -shequalim, copper-nickel, 26 millimeters, v/eighing 8 grams and is 
dated 1982. The obverse depicts an ancient galley 
similar to that on coins struck during the reign 
of Herod Archelaus. Around the rim, the v/ord 
"ISRAEL" is in English, Arabic and Hebrew. Above 
is a small State of Israel Emblem... The reverse 
bears a large " 10 ", just beneath, the v/ord 
"SHEQUALIM" in Hebrew and English. In smaller 
Hebrew characters is the date. By the v/ay, this coin is not included in 
the Piefort 1982 Eintset.

Medals, issued by the American Museum 
of Immigration. The obverse of the medal 
features the Statue of Liberty, the re¬ 
verse depicts a large group of immigrants 
(many are Jews from Western Europe) 
viewing the Statue for the first time. 
Below is part of Emma Lazarus Sonnet "Give me your Huddled Masses". 



Saul Needleman was the next exhibitor. He had the Italian Holocaust Medal 
32 mm., struck by A. Pagani of Milano, Italy; with the obverse featuring 
a Menorah and the Latin inscription "In Memory of the Existing Veterans"; 
the reverse bears a tree trunk, a broken axe with a swastika and a streak 
of lighting, etc. Saul also had a YIZKOR Medal by E. Monti, struck by S. 
Johnson, also of Milan, Italy. This Holocaust Medal was struck in memory 
of the 6,000,000 victims of the Nazi terror. His third item was a 19th 
century charity token from the Holy Land, used during the time of the 
Turkish regime. These were known as the "chevra kadisha" tokens and were 
used as payment for "profesional mourners" at a Jewish funeral. 


The installation of the 1982 INSI officers was next. Harry Flower was the 
installing officer. As these were the same officers as last year, serving 
another term, Harry made this a very brief ceremony, pronounced them the 
INSI officers for 1982 and presented each with a souvenir of the occasion. 


After the installation, there was a recess during which an assortment of 
refreshments were enjoyed.

“PIDYON HABEN” 


REDEMPTION OF THE FIRSTBORN SON 

“From a month old shall you redeem them; the redemption 
price shall be fixed at five sheqels of silver, after the Sheqel 
of the Santuary” (Numbers 18. 16) 

SIGNIFICANCE OF THE COMMANDMENT 
It is an unusual practice of the People of Israel to set apart 
for God’s service the first yield of the fields and home. By 
this means the individual expresses his love and 
acknowledges his gratitude to God, “the good King who 
does good for all” 

This practice ^articulated in such customs as “Hallah”, 
“Raisnit Hagez”, and “Bikurim”. The Jew sets aside the 
first portion of the dough, “Hallah”, as the priest’s share. 

In the same manner he reserves the first fleece shorn from 
his flock, ^“Raishit Hagez”, and the first fruits of his land, 
“Bikurim”. He is even told to set apart his firstborn son: 

“to better appreciate that man possesses only that which 
the all-merciful Creator sees fit to grant him” (Sefer Ha- 
Hinuch — The Book of Instruction). 

Before the Sanctuary’s completion the firstborn of each 
household was given to the Creator to serve as priest — to 
stand before God and fulfill the spiritual needs of the family 
and nation as a whole. The special status of the firstborn 
was also a reminder of the miraculous manner in which 
firstborn of Israel has been saved, while the firstborn Of 
Egypt perished during the course of the Exodus. 

Upon completion of the Sanctuary, the descendants of 
Aaron, the Levites and the Kohanim, were instructed to act 
in place of the firstborn, to fulfill the priestly functions. 

The Lord then commanded us to redeem our firstborn from 
the obligation to serve. This process is referred to as 
“Pidyon Haben” or “Redemption of the Firstborn”. 
REDEMPTION OF THE FIRSTBORN - LAWS 
The ceremony is performed on the 31st day following the 
birth of a firstborn son. Should the 31st day fall on a 
shabbat or festival, the ceremony is postponed to the 
following day. If one is not redeemed by his father, he must 
redeem himself upon reaching manhood. Redemption is only 
required of the mother’s firstborn. If the firstborn’s father 
is a Kohen or Levi or the Mother is the daughter of a Kohen 
or Levi, he does not require redemption. 

Redemption may be performed witn money or its equivalent, 
provided that whatever is used, is equal to five sheqels of 
the “Sheqel of the Sanctuary” which contained 20 grams of 
pure silver 
HOW PFRFORMFD 

The ceremony is first explained to the parents of the child 
and the appropriate declarations and blessings recited. 


Five sheqels are presented by the father to the Kohen, who 
then returns the child to his parents, declaring: “I have 
received from you these selaim (sheqels) for the redemption 
of your son and he is redeemed according to Jewish Law” 
On completion of the ceremony the Kohen may, if he 
wishes, return the sheqels as a gift. 

OBSERVANCE OF THE COMMANDMENT - WITH 5 
ISRAEL STATE MEDALS 


The Israel Government Coins and Medals Corporation now 
makes possible the enhancing of this important “mitzva” ii 
stncrSccordance with Jewish Law: the State of Israel has t< 
this end issued a set of five Silver Medals bearing the State 
Emblem Each medal contains 20.57 grams of pure silver 
and the five medals a total of 102.85 grams. This weight’is 
slightly more than that of the “Five Sheqels of the 
Sanctuary” cited in the Tora. 

The attractive design of the Medal calls to mind the anciem 
Jewish sheqel of the period of the Second Temple and 
Jewish War against the Romans. The Temple bowl and five 
pomegranates are reminiscent of the five sheqels of the 
Sheqel of the Sanctuary”. 



With each set set of five medals an attractively decorated 
commemorative certificate is enclosed, signed by the two 
Chief Rabbis of Israel, attesting, that the medals meet the 
requirements of Jewish Law for the Redemtion of the 
Firstborn. 

This certificate accommodates the inscription of the child’s 
name, the date of the ceremony, and other family details.
